As for the series in general, you 
guys are good, Very, very good. My 
only criticism of #2 was the premise 
of Cay replacing his own arm as he 
did. Realistically, I think he would 
have been incapacitated for longer 
than he was, let alone up to 
performing the necessary surgery to 
fashion a prosthesis from a droid. If

possible solution might be that Nadd 
brought with him technology that 
had previously been unknown to 
Onderon.

Beyond my one nit-picky criticism, 
I love the work. All of it. Iam so 
intrigued by this series, and the 
history of the Jedi, that I’ve 
considered trying my hand at the fan- 
fiction game.
